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CARDIGAN progress, directed by General Boldin,

On the Leningrad front a Soviet 
thrust is menacing the German posi- 
tions along the River Neva, while Fin- 
nish reports refer again to general Rus- 
sian attacks along the line of the Svir. 
Moscow, however, has not yet men- 
tioned these operations.—(l’ress Asso- 
ciation and Keuter.) 

A New York message says that 
according to a Moscow despatch the 
German armies in the Mozhaisk area, 
sixty-five miles west of Moscow, have 
hegun a large-scale evacuation of the 
area. The Germans are covering the 
retreat of their main forces’ with 
stubborn rearguard actions, supported 
by large numbers of aircraft, but the 
Soviet troops, under General Boldin, 
are stated to be continuing their 
advance. — (Reuter. ) 


FINNISH REPORT 


BERLIN, Wednesday. — Soviet 
attacks in the Svir sector, between 
Lakes Ladoga and Onega, further south 
in the Leningrad area, and in Northern 
Karelia, are announced in the Finnish 
High Command communiqué. It claims 
that all the attacks were repulsed with 
heavy Russian losses. 

The Russians are said to have carried 
out numerous attacks along the whole 
Svir front, “all being repulsed with 
Soviet losses yesterday, of more than 
1,000 men.”’ 

‘In the southern sector, and in the 
north other Russian attacks are alleged 
to have failed, while the Finnish Air 
Force claimed direct hits on Murmansk 
railway installations.’’—(Reuter. )

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 
MOSCOW. Wednesday — The 
Soviet Information Bureau night com- 
munique states :— 
“During December 17th our troops 
fought the enemy on all fronts. 
“On a number of sectors of the 
western—Kalinin — and south-western 
front, ofr troops fought fierce engage- 
ments with the enemy, continued to 
advance, and occupied a number of 
populated centres, including the towns 
of Aleksin, south-west of Serpukbov, 
and Shchekino, south of Tula. 
“On December 16th, seven German 
‘planes were destroyed.” 
Serpukhov is about midway between 
Moscow and Tula. 
, General Boldin’s troops, which had 
been engaged against the 296th German 
division, have now completely routed 
this unit, and, on the morning of 
December 17th, occupied the town of 
Shchekino.

“Our troops eaptured plentiful booty,

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OIL WELLS 


SINGAPORE, Wednesday.—Fresh 
British troops are being rushed to the 
Kedah front in North-West Malaya to 
reli¢ve the men who have been in 
ceaseless action against the Japanese 
there for the past week. They are 
being supported by heavy equipment 
in an effort to halt the enemy mechan- 
ised forces that have been pounding 
their way down the main road through 
Kedah. The Japanese are now only 
about ten miles from the northern tip 
of Penang, Britain’s island harbour 
just off the mainland. 

There is no doubt the swiftness of 
the Japanese advance presents a 
serious threat to Penang—frankly ad- 
mitted by Sir Shenton Thomas, the 
Governor, in his statement to the 
Legislative Council. The British de- 
tachments withdrawing in Sarawak 
have completed the total destruction 
of the oil refinery, wells and other in- 
stallations in both the Miri and Seria 
oilfields. 


JAPANESE TACTICS 


In the fighting on the Kedah front 
Japanese mechanised columns, includ- 
ing tanks, push their way down the 
road, supported by low-flying aircraft 
and dive-bombers, which attempt to 
blast British defences out of the way. } 


Once an opening in the defences 
has been achieved mechanised 
troops push on for a few miles, 
then take up a defensive position. 


Meanwhile infantry and trained jungle 
fighters deploy on either side ready to 
hack their way through the jungle and, 
if possible, consolidate the position up 
to the point reached by the mechanised 
spearhead. As soon as this consolida- 
tion is achieved in a sufficient area 
around the head, the mechanised forces 
supported by aircraft push on further, 
where the same manceuvre is repeated. 
Without adequate supplies of 
mechanised equipment or air superiority 
it is very difficult for the British troops 
to hold up the advance of the Japanese 
mechanised columns.

ment. It has found good reason to endorse 
many items of its pre-war policy, but 


likewise it has seen cause, in many other | 
respects, to eat its words. There was & 


time—not so many years ago—when every 
prospective Fianna Fail Minister pro- 


could support only a limited number of 
people. © Dr. ‘Ryan, indeed, has learned a 
lot in the years since he became Minister 
for Agriculture, and especially during the 
past two years. He has learned, for 
example, that the cattle trade is something 
more than the instrument of subjection 
which he once represented it to be; he 
knows now that it is an essential element 
in the Irish economy, without which 
the intensive growing of field crops is 
impossible. It is by no means an undesir- 
able thing that Ministers should change 
their minds thus; on the contrary, we 
respect Dr. Ryan and his colleagues more 
because they have had the courage to 
declare, more or less expressly, that they 
were as often wrong as right in the past. 
lt is a good thing also that they should 
admit the existence of difficulties which— 
again, not so many years ago—seemed to 
them to present no difficulty at all. 
Whereas the weakness of the old Cumann 
na nGaedheal programme for agriculture 
was that it failed to contemplate any 
separation of this country from the British 
Commonwealth of Nations—and, in par- 
ticular, from the United Kingdom—the 
weakness of Fianna Fail’s substitute was 
that it failed to contemplate the full 
possibilities of a state of war. Everything 
appeared so easy. The farmer would be 
encouraged to grow wheat and other crops, 
discouraged from the breeding of cattle for 
export, That would mean the restoration 
of thousands of people to the land who 
had heen dispossessed by the growth of 
‘“‘ranches."’ Simultaneously, industries 
would be established to absorb all the 
people who could not find werk en the 
The theory was admirable; in 
practice, the resnits were not so good, even 
before the war, and the war has been even 
less kind to the Fianna Fail programme. 
Nobody had reckoned upon a state of 
affairs in which it would be impossible, 
or, at the least, exceedingly expensive to 
obtain the raw materials necessary for the 
prosecution of local industries, or in which 
the export of cattle would be essential to 
cope with the higher prices of indispens- 
able imports. 

To do it justice, we do not think that 
Mr. de Valera’s Government ever 
envisaged the transformation of this 
country’s economy from an agricultural 
to an industrial one. If it had any such 
idea, it has los. faith in it, 


farms. 


So far as we 
can judge from Dr. Ryan’s speech, he 
looks forward to a nation which will be 
essentially agricultural. Exports will be 
necessary, but they will be no longer the 
gold-mine that once they were, since the 
price received for Irish produce will 
depend not on the free laws of supply and 
demand, but on the will of a price-fixing 
board in Great Britain. The danger, in 
these circumstances, is that the land wiil 
become unattractive, and the “flight” 
from it even more rapid and conspicuous. 
Clearly some degree of Government inter- 
vention will become essential, in order to 
cope with this tendency. It may take the 
form of a general, compulsory increase in 
the return that farmers and farm-hands 
will receive for their labours—a sort of 
counterbalance to the efforts of the trade 
unions for better wages for industrial 
workers. We do not know. We merely 
can be certain that the end of this war 
will bring a radical change in the economic 
conditions of probably every country on 
earth, including this country of Ireland. 
It is conceivable that emigration from 
Ireland will be encouraged—in which 
event the national wealth may be expected 
to accumulate while the men decay—but it 
is, at least, equally possible that a total 
embargo will be placed upon emigration. 
In the latter case, whatever Government 
may be in power will have to do some 
quick thinking. It may be necessary to 
return many men, willy-nilly, to the land; 
we hope not, if only because any such 
compulsion is undemocratic, and would 
not be accepted without protest. Perhaps, 
some relief will be found in a closer 
association between town and country in 
this island, resulting in a general improve- 
ment in the cities’ standard of living. 
Nevertheless, the likelihood is that the 
outcome of the war will drive Ireland back 
to a simpler, more frugal form of life, in 
which she will be compelled to support 
an increasing population upon compara- 
tively modest resources, The. prospect is 
not hers alone; most of the nations, great

Japan’s Offensive 


After their first surprising successes 
against Great Britain and the United 
States, the Japanese are continuing their 
attacks on Malaya and the Philippines. 
They also are active in various other parts 
of the Far East, and are pursuing every- 
where a policy of aggressive enterprise. In 
Malaya they have managed to land a 
large number of troops, well equipped with 
tanks and armoured vehicles. This feat 
was made possible by the British failure 
to gain local supremacy either on sea or 
in the air, in consequence of the loss of 
the Prince of Wales and the Repulse and 
the Japanese seizure of the airfield at 
Kota Bahru. The Japanese have secured 
a valuable foothold in the Malay peninsula, 
which they may be trusted to exploit with 
both skill and dispatch. Already they 
are threatening Penang, the Governor of 
which admits that this island stronghold 
is in danger. Japanese aircraft have been 
bombarding Penang for the last couple of 
days almost without ceasing. Their land 
forces are only a few miles away, and the

the latest reports, Hong Kong was bom- 
 barded. eight times from the air, as well 
as by naval forces. The Japanese admirals 
invited Sir Mark Young, Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief, to open negotiations 
with a view to a British surrender; but, 
in spite of his difficult plight, he refused 
resolutely to entertain this ‘proposal, and 
informed the Japanese that he would 
receive no further communications on the 
subject. Hong Kong, therefore, will be 
defended to the end. “ Violent fires ” were 
reported yesterday from the settlement, 
the garrison of which is pitifully small; 
and, unless the situation can be eased by 
the early arrival of strong naval reinforce- 
ments, Hong Kong’s fate would seem to 
be sealed. In the Western Pacific the 
Japanese are continuing their attacks on 
the Philippine Islands. Here, again, they 
have the double advantage of superior 
forces and the initiative. The Americans 
in the Philippines, as in Hawaii and the 
other Pacific islands, seem to have been 
taken completely unawares by Japan’s 
sudden attack, and, now that the Japanese 
have managed to land troops in Luzon, 
the position of the United States garrison 
in the Philippines has become precarious. 
Of course, the war in the Far East is 
only in its preliminary stages. Un- 
doubtedly, the Japanese have scored a 
series of spectacular and dangerous 
successes, particularly by their attack on 
Pearl Harbour; but the Americans have 
not yet had an opportunity to deploy their 
naval forces properly. When the American 
Fleet comes into action in the Western 
Pacific, the Japanese no longer will have 
matters all their own way. Nobody knows 
that better than the Japanese admirals, 
who are making as much hay as possible 
while the sun is shining. The naval 
disaster at Pearl Harbour has upset the 
naval balance of power in the Pacific, just 
as the sinking of the Prince of Wales and 
the Repulse has upset it in the China 
Sea; but the Americans and British alike 
continue to dispose of formidable forces, 
which, when their full weight is thrown 
into the scales, will establish a totally new 
situation.

Pantomime 


In the theatre world, the period just 
before is one of the busiest 
seasons of the year. Although, from the 
public point of view, theatrical enterprise 
seems to reach a low ebb about this time, 
behind the scenes there is intense activity 
as the companies prepare for their 
Christmas productions, which, rain, hail 
or snow, must open on St. Stephen’s Day.

Here in Ireland we are lucky in respect 
of pantomimes this year; for we shall 
have our usual complement of them, 
together with a Christmas variety show 
at the Gate Theatre which might almost 
be put in the same class and several 
amateur which, in former 
years, have almost reached professional 
standards. The West End of London, 
which used to be the home of pantomime, 
will see no more than three new shows 
this season. In a normal year the West 
End would have at least seven or eight 
first-class new pantomimes and _ several 
other less important ones. Of course, it 
is probable that the standard of the three 
West End productions will be a great deal 
higher than anything that we are likely to 
have in Dublin, but, to judge from the 
recent improvements in the general 
standard of variety shows in the city, our 
productions probably will be very much 
better than usual. There is no doubt that 
the isolation of Ireland had the effect 
upon the theatre which we predicted at 
the outset of the war; for there have been 
several variety shows in the last few 
months—composed exclusively of Irish 
artists—of a type which never would have 
been produced in the normal way. 
Pantomime, at best, has become little 
more than glorified revue, and bears no 
more resemblance to the old-fashioned 
type of pantomime than it does to the 
fairy story from which its title is gleaned ; 
nevertheless, it is one of the most popular 
forms of modern entertainment, appeal- 
ing to children and adults alike. It is 
to be hoped that our theatrical producers 
have made the most of the experience

| which they must have gained in a year’s 


enforced isolation, and that when the war 
is over, and the cross-Channel artists‘are 
able to travel back and forth at will, 
Ireland will have a sufficiently flourishing 
theatrical industry of her own to save her 
the necessity of importing her pantomime 
artists, as was the fashion in former 


years, 
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HOME-GROWN FRUIT FOR 
CHRISTMAS 


Christmas, 1941, will be long remembered 
for its absence of the usual supplies of over- 
seas fruit. This shortage, however, had long 
been foreseen by the big Irish importing 
firms, and it was obvious to them that it 
would be necessary for the fruit-loving public 
(and that, of course, includes everybody 
these days) to concentrate on home-grown 
supplies. It was, therefore, very fortunate 
that the fruit-growers throughout Eire have 
been seriously extending their acreage of 
production for the past few years. 

These enterprising growers are certainly 
reaping the benefit now, as is shown by the 
very satisfactory prices they have been 
getting lately, especially for grapes and 
pears. These now, unfortunately, are almost 
exhausted, but owing to the activities of the 
Department of Agriculture the most pro- 
nounced increase has been in the production 
of apples. 

“This increase in the supply of apples 
was fully appreciated by us, as well as by 
all the other more wide-awake members of 
the distributing end of the business,” it was 
stated at Messrs. Knowles’s yesterday. ‘‘ We 
have been organising the purchases of 
supplies from all over Eire continuously, 
right on from the month of July, and when 
the later varieties came on we started 
accumulating these. We now hold a very 
large stock of all the leading dessert and 
cooking varieties to carry us through not 
only our Christmas trade, but the early 
months of the new year.”

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Ir was something like old times for Lord 
" Woolton when he held a Pfess con- 
ference to-day at the Ministry of Fóod's 
recently acquired headquarters in Portman 
square in a room fitted with individual 
desks for each reporter. Lord Woolton 
announced that in future “ black market ”’ 
offenders will be liable to penalties of three 
times the value of the goods t deal in, 
or three times the price at which they 
offer them for sale, because of systematic 
endeavours in recent months to drive a 
coach-and-four through certain of the 
regulations. His principle of ousting the 
‘‘ black market,” men will,now be to con- 
fiscate their illegal profits and seize their 
goods on suspicion. Goods so seized will 


be sold and the money held at the disposal 


of the courts; only if the owner is subse- 
quently found not guilty will the proceeds 
be given to him. Up to the present the 
courts have dealt far too leniently with 
the racketeers. In one transaction which 
produced the profit of £2,250 the maximum 
penalty which could be imposed amounted 
to £884, so that the company and directors 
were well to the good. In another case, 
where a wholesale egg merchant had a 
profit of £1,051, fines and costs amounted 
only to £50, 


At Royal Ascot 


The King’s appointment of Colonel Sir 
Arthur Erskine as the new Clerk of the 
Course at Ascot, in place of the late 
Colonel Sir Gordon Carter, has met with 
widespread satisfaction. Ascot is part of 
the Royal estate, and, if there is any 
balance left over after. the great prizes 
offered there have been paid—no race is 
worth less than £1,000—it goes into the 
Roval coffers. Racing there originated 
under the auspices of Queen Anne. New- 
market proved to be too far afield, and, 
in order that she should énjoy the sport. 
she caused a racecourse to be laid out on 
the accommodating Ascot Heath near 


Windsor, and supported the meeting with 


a purse worth £150, besides plates, cups 
and “ hogsheads of claret.’’ The new 
Clerk of the Course has been Crown 
Equerry for seventeen years, with the care 
of the King’s horses at the Palace and 
Windsor, and has been responsible for the 
arrangements for all the Royal processions. 


Toy Prices Controlled 


London shoppers found to-day that, in 
spite of the new regulations announced 
this week controlling the price of toys, 
they are being marked up at prices out of 
all proportion. In the suburbs the cheapest- 
iooking, badly-dressed dolls are from 
17s. 6d. Golliwogs selling at 12s. 6d. were 
4s. 11d. a year ago. Boxes containing 
twenty midget soldiers were 4s. 6d., twice 
the price of before the war. The Board 
of Trade have sent a squad of special 
inspectors round, and announce that, if 
a prosecution for over-charging is success- 
ful, the trader has to make a _ refund. 
Shoppers are thus enabled to make their 
purchases and take action later if they 
consider if. necessary.

‘ SCHOOLS. 
TEACHERS’ STATUS 
RAISED 


Na month, for the first, time 


in industrial schools and re- 
formatories will be paid a portion of 
their salaries by the State. 

In the case of teachers with low 
salaries, the Department of Education 
is to pay approximately one-half; to 
those with higher salaries, three- 
quarters. Results of thé new situation 
will be: (1) That staffs may be in- 


of presently employed teachers; (2) 
that all the teachers now qualify 
automatically for pension rights and 
full - State oo! and (3) that 
members of Religious Orders, who 
have hitherto been paid no salary at 
all, will now receive the same as lay 
teachers. 


£8,000 VOTED 


The estimated grant for the current 
year for the ‘‘ maintenance and educa- 
tion of children in reformatories and 
industrial schools’’ was: Reforma- 
tories, £6,520; industrial schools, 
£115,670. Solely respensible, up to the 
present, for the total amount of the 
salaries, the schools will now pay their 
portion out of their share of this grant, 
and also out of the County Council 
grants which many of them receive. 

The amount recently voted in the 
Dail fo. this scheme was £8,000, for 
the period April Ist, 1941, to March 
dist, 1942. he scheme itself comes 
as the result of representations made 
by the Commission of Inquiry into the 
Reformatory and industrial Schools 
System, which sat between 1934 and 
1936. When the Children Act (1941) 
passed through the Oireachtas this 
year strong recommendations, sponsored 

the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation and other bodies, were 
made to the effect that the Commis- 
sion’s proposals should be fully taken 
up. Conditions of emergency resulted 
in the present partial scheme being 
adopted. It is learned, however, that 
when normality returns the scheme 
may be takenynp in full. 


TEACHERS’ DUTIES 

One of the points stressed by the 
Irish National Bain Organisation 
was that, conditions of employment of 
industrial school teachers required re- 
vision. The teachers were said to be 
unfairly saddled with heavy extra 
supervisory duties. The Organisation, 
it is understood, will now approach the 
various school managers to discuss the 
queston of these duties. 


NORTHERN WILL CASE 


In the Northern Ireland High Court 
yesterday, Cecil P. V. Tanner, of 
Ravenhill, Churchtown, Co. Dublin, 
an officer in the Army of Eire, chal- 
lenged the will of his mother, Mrs. 
Mary Tanner, of “ Ardath,’’ Church 
road, Carnmoney, Co. Antrim, on the 
usual statutory grounds. 

Mr. Warnock, K.C., for the executor, 
said that under the terms of the will 
the defendant was to receive £200. 
Mrs. Tanner was a woman of very 
strong religious views, and was a 
member of the Plymouth Brethren. 
Her son, the defendant, had greatly 
offended her by marrying a Catholic. 
The will, after making a provision for 
a sister, directed the trustees to apply 
the residue, “ for such charitable or 
religious purposes as they may think 
fit, and that they may devote either 
the principal or income to any or all 
matters counected with the assembly 
of Christjans meeting at Victoria 
Memorial Hall, Belfast (the meeting 
place of the Plymouth Brethren), or to 
the renovation or repair or alterations 
of the said hall.’’ 

A number of witnesses, including the 
plaintiff, Wm. R. Johnston, executor 
of the will, gave evidence as to the 
testamentary capacity of the testatrix. 

Defendant, in evidence, said he had 
retained his faith on marriage, and his 
wife cied about 16 months ago. 

Admitting the will to probate, the 
Lord Chief Justice said opposition to 
it was unjustified. 

His Lordship awarded the plaintiff 
his costs against the defendant, 
limited to £40, the balance of the 
plaintiff's costs to be paid out of the 
estate.

“THE MESSIAH ” 


PERFORMANCE OF 
FAMOUS ORATORIO 


The spectacle of large numbers 
being turned away, unable to get seats, 
in the Metropolitan Hall, Lower Abbey 
street, Dublin, for the Musical Art 
Society’s special bi-centenary perform- 
ance of Handel's ‘‘ Messiah”’ shows 
that Dublin is as appreciative as ever 
of the fact that the great oratorio was 
performed for the first time in the city. 
The Society, now in its seventh season, 
has made it a practice to present the 
‘‘Messiah’’ during the Christmas sea- 
son, and this year, in honour of the 
bi-centenary, they made a special effort 
to make the occasion worthy of the 
work. The choir and orchestra rose to 
great heights. Mr. J. Turner Huggard, 
who was the guest conductor, set a 
grand headline with the opening over- 
ture. 

The choir sang with that confidence 
which comes of knowing its work. Of 
the soloists, Alfred O’Shea was some- 
what restless in the tenor part, and did 
not appear to get into the music, ‘T, 
W. Hall was the bass, and his reading, 
phrasing and general shaping of his 
solo was in the best tradition, but he 
lacked the vocal resonance to bring out 
the full beauty of the music.

PROPOSED FAMILY 
ALLOWANCES 


The necessity for some system of 
family allowances was mentioned at a 
meeting of the National Executive 
Committee of Muintir na Tire, held in 
Tipperary, the Rev. J. M. Hayes, 
C.C presiding.

BISHOP FOY 
SCHOOL 
NOW 240 YEARS OLD 


Speaking at the annual prize day of 
the Bishop Foy School, Waterford, last 
night, the Right Rev. Dr. Harvey, 
Bishop of Cashel, Emly, Waterford and 
Lismore, who presided, said he believed 
that the school had now entered on the 
240th year of its existence. If it’ was 
not the oldest secondary school of its 
kind in the country, it must be very 
close up to it. ‘‘ We may congratulate 
ourselves that after all these years we 
find ourselves in such a flourishing 
condition.”’ It had always been the 
policy of the Governors, he went on, 
to do everything possible, compatible 
with the means at their disposal, to 
make the school as efficient as possible 
as an educational institution. In pur- 
suit of that policy, the school governors 
last July embarked on a scheme of 
reorganisation, and added some subjects 
to the curriculum. 

Dr. Ninian Falkiner, Master of the 
Rotunda Hospital, Dublin, distributed 
the prizes. 

Mr. J. E. Lloyd Lewis, M.A., Head- 
master, in the course of his report, said 
that examinations, though important, 
were only part of the educational life 
of a pupil. The aim of educationalists 
should be to turn out pupils able to 
think for themselves and be 
good citizens not only of their 
own country, but of the world. 
Day pupils were made to feel they had 
equal rights with boarders. Bishop 
Foy School had led the way in 
Southern Ireland by the introduction of 
a nursery school. Children were re- 
ceived between two and six years old.

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IRISH FACTORY 


ACCIDENTS 


After increasing from 1934 to 1937, 
factory accidents have been steadily de- 
clining in number in this country. 

The increase was attributable to the 
many new factories starting operations 
during the period mentioned and to the 
expansion of established factories, re- 
sulting in increased industrial employ- 
ment. 

Accidents in the textile and apparel 
group, whch increased from 102 in 
1934 to 119 in 1937, fell to 78 in the 
following year, but rose to 151 last 
vear. The food, drink and tobacco fac- 
tories showed an increase in accidents 
(mainly in food production) of nearly 
159 in 1937, but they have fallen from 
327 to 204 last year.

AIR RAID SHELTERS 


FOR LIMERICK 


Last night the Limerick City Manager, 
Mr. J. J. Berkery, stated that plans 
had been made for th- erection of air- 
raid shelters in the city capable of 
accommodating 3,000 persons. Forty 
shelters to accommodate 1,200 were to 
be built underground ‘at a cost of 
£1,000. and the remainder overground 
in various parts of the city. The 
total cost would be £9,000, 40 per cent. 
of which would be borne by the rates. 

The Mavor (Mr. D. J. O’Malley, 
solicitor) thought that accommodation 
for 3,000 would be inadequate. 

The City Manager replied that the 
shelters would only be erected in con- 
gested areas, and the military authori- 
ties were satisfied that accommodation 
for 3,000 was sufficient. 

The scheme was adopted unani- 
mously. 


PRICE OF WHEAT 


There will be a debate in the Senate 
on the price of wheat when the House 
resumes its sittings on 14th January. 
Senators P. F. Baxter and J. T. 
McGee have tabled a motidn, urging, 
as “a national necessity,’’ that the 
minimum price of the wheat crop of 
1942 should be 50s. per barrel. The 
price already fixed is 45s. per barrel.
